Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Whiston  Rural  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1969. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  community  has  remained 
satisfactory  during  the  year. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  of  11,6  showed  a  decrease  compared  with  the 
previous  year  and  was  lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  which 
was  16.3  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  births,  there  being 
1,291  compared  with  1,220  in  1968, 

The  population  of  the  District  continues  to  increase.  This  in  part 
is  due  to  a  preponderance  of  births  over  deaths  and  to  a  greater  extent 
as  a  result  of  new  houses  being  built  in  various  areas,  particularly  in 
the  Parish  of  Rnowsley, 

The  adjusted  death  rate  was  13 .6  per  thousand.  The  death  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  11,9. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  29  per  thousand  live  births  compared 
with  21  during  1968,  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  18,  I  am  happy 
to  report  that  there  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

During  the  year  269  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  and 
of  these  74  were  cases  of  measles. 

There  was  one  death  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  12  cases  were 
notified  compared  with  10  during  the  previous  year. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Poliomyelitis  were  notified. 

The  day  to  day  commitments  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  continued 
to  increase,  and  full  details  of  the  work  of  the  Department  will  be  found 
in  the  body  of  the  report. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
my  thanks  to  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  encouragement 
during  the  year,  and  also  to  the  Officials  of  the  Council  in  particular 
Mr,  Corscadden,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  their  assistance 
at  all  times.

The  development  of  the  district  resulted  in  extensions  of  the  water 
mains  throughout  the  district  as  follows: 


St.  Helens  Corporation 


(a)  To  new  sources 


Approximately  10,000  yards  of  21"  diameter 
watermain  has  been  laid  from  the  Knowsley 
pumping  station  to  the  Eccleston  Hill 
pumping  station  and  Brown  Edge  Reservoirs 
to  enable  an  increased  volume  of  water  to 
be  obtained  from  the  Pumping  Stations  at 
Knowsley,  Melling,  Kirkby  and  Randle’s 
Bridge.  It  is  hoped  to  have  the  main  in 
operation  in  the  coming  months.  A  large 
section  of  this  pipeline  has  been  laid 
through  the  Whiston  Council  Area. 

A  three  million  gallons  reinforced  concrete 
Reservoir  has  been  constructed  on  the  Old 
Crank  Gun  Site  at  Rainford  near  St.  Helens 
and  approximately  2,900  yards  of  18"  main 
has  been  laid  from  the  Reservoir  to  connect 
with  the  distribution  system  and  the  larger 
part  of  the  Eccleston  area  will  obtain  its 
supply  from  the  new  Reservoir  when  it  is 
put  into  commission,  which  it  is  hoped 
will  be  in  the  coming  months.  The 
Reservoir  has  been  constructed  to  provide 
a  gravity  distribution  system  and  also 
ensure  a  reserve  water  supply  in  the  event 
of  failure  of  the  Pumping  Stations.

The  remaining  unfit  houses,  which  are  few  in  number,  will  be  dealt 
with  as  houses  become  available  in  the  same  parishes  for  rehousing  of  the 
occupants. 

During  the  ’year  1,704  dwellings  were  built,  128  by  this  authority, 

1,182  by  other  local  authorities  and  394  were  privately  built. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

There  are  221  caravans  in  the  Rural  District,  distributed  over  eight 
sites,  two  of  which  contain  160  and  40  caravans  respectively,  and  are 
provided  with  a  high  standard  of  amenities  including  mains  water  supply, 
proper  drainage,  communal  ablution  and  sanitary  facilities,  also  a  weekly 
collection  of  refuse. 

The  remaining  sites  are  comparatively  small  and  were  in  existence  before  the 
present  legislation  was  enacted.  All  sites  are  regularly  inspected. 

The  Rural  District  Council  accept  applications  for  rehousing  from 
caravan  dwellers  once  they  have  acquired  the  residential  qualification  and 
consider  each  case  on  its  merits. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


During  the  year,  654  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  and  110 
contraventions  were  remedied  hy  informal  action.  The  types  of  food 
premises  in  the  district  are  as  follows:

Food  hawkers  trading  from  vehicles  have  continued  to  have 
special  attention,  particularly  in  the  Parishes  of  Halewood  and  Knowsley. 
62  visits  were  made  to  these  vehicles.

Details  of  Smoke  Control  Orders  at  the  end  of  the  year  are  given  below.  It  appears  that  a  shortage 
of  solid  smokeless  fuels  is  likely  to  slow  down  the  scheduled  programme  for  smoke  control  orders  in  the 
future . 
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The  Clean  Air  Centre  at  Brook  Street  has  proven  to  be  a  worth  while  venture.  The  display  of  the 
wide  range  of  smokeless  fuel  appliances  has  been  well  visited  by  the  Whiston  residents  from  Smoke  Control 
areas.  It  is  further  used  for  the  purpose  of  giving  talks  and  showing  film  slides  on  air  pollution  to 
groups  of  school  children.  A  semi-automatic  8  channel  sampler  for  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  is  now  installed 
at  the  Centre.

The  routine  control  work  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  and  the  number 
of  rats  kept  to  a  minimum.  Sewer  treatment  in  the  district  indicated  that  the 
rat  population  is  being  kept  within  reasonable  limits. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

The  only  offensive  trade  which  exists  in  the  district  is  that  of  a  tripe 
boiler.  Routine  inspections  show  that  the  premises  are  kept  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

A  weekly  collection  from  domestic  premises  and  a  more  frequent  collection 
from  schools,  hospitals  and  some  commercial  premises  has  been  in  operation  for 
most  of  the  year.  Particularly  heavy  absenteeism  during  the  early  part  of  the 
year  resulted  in  a  period  of  several  weeks  when  some  parts  of  the  district  had 
a  collection  varying  from  eight  to  ten  days  apart. 

2,950  plastic  sacks  and  170  bulk  containers  were  in  use  at  the  end  of  the 

year.

Tipping  space  is  limited  on  the  present  tipping  site  at  Whiston. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  with  Huyton  U.D.C.  to  share  their  tip  at  Pottery 
Lane  in  1970. 

A  working  party  to  consider  the  future  problems  of  refuse  disposal  in 
South  West  Lancashire  has  been  meeting  during  the  year.  The  Local  Government 
Operational  Research  Unit  and  the  several  local  authorities  involved  have  been 
represented.  A  final  report  is  expected  during  1970  and  it  is  probable  that 
disposal  of  incineration  operated  on  a  joint  basis  will  be  recommended.
